New evidence in the recent rob¬ 
bery at Zak’s Meats and Grocery 
Store in Coleman has come to li^t 
this week. 

A Blairmore couple out for a Sun¬ 
day drive tunned off the No. 3 
Highway in British Columbia near 
Corhdn Creek road about 10 miles 
west of the Albeita^Britiah Colum¬ 
bia border. The couple parked 
their car near Corbin Cre^ and 
were taking a walk near the 
creek and they came upon a cou¬ 
ple of items of clothing including 
a jacket, riiirt and trousers. Up¬ 
on closer in^)ectioa the couple 
so f(Hind some papers bearing 
Zak’s Meats and Groceries name 
and therefore concluded that the 
items had connection with the rob¬ 
bery on Nov. 11. 

BiCMP were contaoted and con¬ 
firmed that the items found by Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold Chamberlain of 
Blairmore were coimected with 
the $2,000 robbery. 

Zak’s Store was entered by 
knocking out iron bars in Qie win¬ 
dow at the rear of the stOTe and a 
large safe was pulled out from the 
wall and dump^ over in the mid¬ 
dle of a small office at the rear 
of the store. The robbers then at¬ 
tacked the door of the safe wiBi 
sledge hammer and diisels, and 
hook bars. Police said that the 
work was not that of amateurs. 


Changeable weather conditions 
are treacherouf!’ 

The Canada Safety Council in 
c(w^atioo with the BiAber As- 
soeikion of Canada is sponsoring 
a Winter TTre Education cam¬ 
paign aimed at alerting motorists 
to ice and snow hazards. 

These tested driving methods 
can help motorists prevent acri- 
dents \^eo the road surface is 
slippery. 

1. Stait in drive with an auto¬ 
matic or in second gear with a 
manual transmission. Use the gas 
pedal very gently. 

2. Keep both hands on the wheel 
because snow and ice make steer¬ 
ing tioudiy. 

3. Ke^ the tires rolling on ice 
if possible. Evra moderate brak¬ 
ing locks the front brakes, mak¬ 
ing stewing impossible. 

4. Don’t !^in your wheels. This 
will only melt ice and snow, and 
reduce traction. Sand, n*ber or 
metal mats or pieces of carpeting 
under the rear wheels can be of 
great help in a jam. Make sme 
there is no one around the rear 
wheels. 

5. Avoid sharp changes of dir¬ 
ection. These can result in skid¬ 
ding. 

6. If you start to skid, steer in 
the direction of the skid but 
skrai^twi the wheels as soon as 
you feel the car cOTiing out of it. 

7. Keep your distance because 
quick stewing action is impossible 
on ice. It also takes much longer 
to st (9 in an emergency. 

8. Begin to soonw on snow 
and ice. Look further ahead to an- 
tic4>ate slowing movements and 
thiik out your maneuvers well in 
advance. 

9. Pump toe tn-j^es. Quick, 
bard, pumpmg altenutes locked 
wheels and rolling action, permit¬ 
ting the fastest stops while still 
maintaining steering control. 

10. Be especially careful when 
driving on glare ice. Ice is twice 
as slippery at freezing than it is 
at zero. 


Johu Kostiuk of Maple Creek, Sask., died in the 
Foothills Hospital, Calgary^ on Sunday afternoon 
from injuries he sustained ip a single car mishap 
on the railroad crossing at Sentinel, three miles 
west of Coleman, earlier Supday. 

Kostiuk, it is believed, travelling east, failed to 
negotiate a curve on Highway 3 and struck a rail 
road flasher and the car caipe to rest on the railway 
tracks. The car was extensively damaged and the 
railroad track was moved three inches. Kostiuk 
was found at about 3 a.m. Sunday morning Novem¬ 
ber 23rd by Mr. and Mrs. Malcolm MacQuarrie of 
Blairmore who were returning to their home after 
visiting friends in British Columbia. It had been 
rumored that the Kostiuk car was in a/collision 
with a train but a chec^ by the R.C.M. Police found 
this to be incorrect. 

Kostiuk, 18 years of age, is believed to have 
been working in the Natal, B.C. area. He was driv¬ 
ing a 1967 Pontiac. It is not yet known if an in¬ 
quest will be held. 

The accident marks the fifth traffic fatality in 
the past year within one half mile of either side of 
the railway crossing.

Hon. Gordon E. Taylor, Alberta and the success in obtaining trucks 
Minister of Highways and Trans- promptly when called, 
port, has announced that truck reg¬ 
istration for winter work will 
commence Tuesday, November 25, 

1969, and that the necessary forms 
will be available on or after that 
date in the Hi^ways Building, Ed¬ 
monton, in toe offices of the Dis¬ 
trict Engineers at Medicine Hat, 

Letobridge, Calgary, Red Defsr, 

Edson, Vermilion, Athabasca, St. 

Paul, Peace River and Grande 
Prairie. 

Truckers interested in partici¬ 
pating in this program must reg¬ 
ister early and all registration will 
cease as of January 9, 1970. 

The program this winter is ex¬ 
pected to be of limited volume and 
will be primarily in the more re¬ 
mote areas of toe province, The 
nature of the work places much 
of the hauling in isolated areas re¬ 
quiring toe trucker to have port¬ 
able living accommodation. 

A number of the haul routes will 
be across muskeg terrain and out 
of some of toe major river val¬ 
leys. The operators must, there¬ 
fore, be competent and have the 
itrucks in good operating condi¬ 
tion. 

The registration forms must be 
completed in every detail in dup¬ 
licate, and must be completed by 
toe trucker before a Commissioner 
of Oaths. Commissioners of Oaths 
are available at toe points of reg¬ 
istration and it is suggested that 
toe most use be made of these 
people to expedite toe registra¬ 
tion. 

Both copies must be turned in at 
the point of regi^ation or re¬ 
turned to toe Department of High¬ 
ways in Edmonton. After deck¬ 
ing and tabulating of the forms m 
Edmonton, one copy will be re¬ 
turned to toe trucker which he 
must retain for presentation to the 
Engineer on a project to which 
he is assigned and answers the 
call for work. 

The truck re^tration system 
was originally introdueed 't* -dis* 
tribute work among gravel dump 
truck operators presently in the 
business and depending wholly on 
toe work for their living. 

There is no guaranty for all reg¬ 
istering that work be avail¬ 
able. However, toe principle is to 
distribute the work as equitably 
as possible during the winter 
months. The success of this oper¬ 
ation is entirely dependent on the 
prompt acceptance of a call when 
given and immediate reporting to 
the work project. If an individual 
is not prepared to act in this fash¬ 
ion, then he should not register. 

Additionally, the trucker receiv¬ 
ing a call and who does not ad¬ 
vise his intent to proceed to the 
project within the time specified 
when registering would obviously 
be dropped from the listing in fav¬ 
or of other truckers. The success 
of this system is, toerefore, en¬ 
tirely dependent on toie full co-oper¬ 
ation of all those registering. 

Only one truck per owner may 
be registered. It is not intended 
toat large firms, professional men 
and others who have substantial 
business endeavors other than 
trucking, register under this pro¬ 
gram.

The Minister was commenting on 
a proposed'RadiatioD Emitting De¬ 
vices Bill which is mentioned for 
pnesentation to Parliament in the 
list of Bills tabled by the Prime 
Minister. 

“A great many laser devices ” 
said Mr. Munro, “are curroitly 
being promoted for class room 
work and their uses are being en¬ 
thusiastically explored by sciraice 
students. They are exciting scien¬ 
tific playthings as well as import¬ 
ant technical to<^. One of their at- 
tracti(ws is that they are easy to 
make and rriatively dieap.’’ 

The Minister warned t^ these 
devices can be a serious hazard 
in careless use. The danger is in¬ 
sidious because the victim may 
feel no discomfort at the time. 

In several cases a laser beam 
striking the eye has scarred the 
r^ina and caused an effective loss 
of vision. Even reflections from 
the beam can be dangerous. U 
has been reported that a beam 
reflected from a glass bottle caus¬ 
ed an eiqierimento: to suffer a 
permanent loss of visual acuity. 
Early this year a Canadian stu¬ 
dent required medical treatment af¬ 
ter c^ieratiiig a laser which he had 
buUt for a science competUioa ex¬ 
hibition. 

The proposed Radiation Emitting 
Devices Bill is intended to en¬ 
sure proper safety rtaodards in 
the d^ign and constnictiOQ of X- 
ray, microwave and laser devices 
sold or imported into Canada. 

“However,” the Ministier empha¬ 
sized, “equ^eot standards were 
only one aspect of the problem and 
in the case of lasers, for example, 
much of the responsibility for 
safety would still rest with the

During October, the ABierta Safe¬ 
ty Cotmdil contacted 43,000 people 
in this {Kovince and asked them if 
they were wearing the safety belts 
in their cats. Only 7920 said yes. 

Of more than 21,000 drivers con¬ 
tacted, only one in five had his 
belt on at (he time. About 29 per 
cent of all cars' chedred are 
without safety bdts. 

These facts have owne to light 
from an extnesive survey conduct¬ 
ed throughout the province by 
Safety Council vdunteers. The sur¬ 
vey was held on four Saturdays, 
Septembers 27, October 4, October 
11 and October 18. 

What it pmuts out is the obvi¬ 
ous. Safety belts are not a panacea 
for auto acddent casualties — be¬ 
cause people dwi’t wear them. At 
least, not enou^ people wear them 
and certainty not in the ri^ time 
ac place. 

When do peofde wear thrir belts? 
The statistics mtdte interesting 
reading. 

(First of all, very few make use 
of safety belts while driving in 
town. 

Most safety belt usage is on the 
hi^ay. Altoou^ the number of 
hi^way travellers cootacted tot¬ 
alled about onethird (rf (he sam¬ 
ple, more than 50 per cent of 
those wearing safety belts were 


safety belt in a high ^leed crash 
may not be as beoefici^ as diose 
in lower speed urban cradles,— 
which are much more nunmerinis, 
and can be just as deadly. 

Did the safety council campaign 
do any good? 

The survey showed some im¬ 
provement was made in safety 
belt use.

You benefit from the beet cattle 
performance testing program 
supervised by the Animal Industry 
Division of the Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, whose test 
records help both buyers and 
breeders. Livestock producers 
can readily check the animals with 
the best rate of gain in any partic¬ 
ular grouping by looking at the 
index ratings processed and 
provided under the program. The 
only limitation on the size of herds 
for proper comparisons is a min¬ 
imum of five calves of one sex in 
each test group. Other similar 
programs to assist in better selec¬ 
tion are available for the sheep 
and swine industries. A province¬ 
wide increase in applications for 
the beef cattle service occurred 
last year and the tenth annual 
report of completed tests is 
available on request without 
charge.

Good Progress Made 

On Highway Canst 

The Hon. Gordon Taylor, Alberta 
Minis ter of Highways and Trans¬ 
ports, reports that considerable 
progress was made in the High¬ 
way Consitiruotion Program during 
the last three weeks; the relatively 
dry weather enabled our contract¬ 
ors to complete many projects. 

Consequently the followhig per¬ 
centage of our Construction Pro¬ 
gram has now been completed. 
1—253 miles of grading, which is 
88 per cent of the program, is 
now complete; 

2 231 miles of base course lias 
been laid which is 86 per cent 
of the program; 

3 284 miles of asjdialtic plant m’x 
has been laid which is 90 per 
cent of the program; 

4 The seal coating program is 
complete with 284.31 miles com¬ 
pleted. 

With reasonably good weather 
during the balance of the season, 
we could complete 95 per cent of 
(he over-all program. 

During the season, 1422 shifts 
have been lost due to rain. 

At this time in 1968, 92 per cent 
of the grading program was com¬ 
plete, 96 per cent the base course 
and 96 per cent of the plaint mix, 
and 100 per cent of the seal coat.
